First of all, 
a deceitful memorandum of conditions was drawn up 
at Berlin, which the Porte rejected with great indignation. 
Secondly, the same conditions were presented to the Sultan 
by the British envoy after the victory of the Turks at Alexi- 
natz, and the envoys of five other powers—Russia, Austria, 
Prussia, Italy, and France—also signified the concurrence of 
their masters in the same conditions, so that the unanimity 


of the European powers might extort an assent from Turkey. . 


But their Proposals: again met the same fate at the hands 
of the Turkish ministers. Then the European powers 
determined to hold a conference at Constantinople under 
the pretext of negotiating a peace, but in reality to urge 
the same conditions which have already been rejected by 
the Porte. On this the Sultan asked his representative 
at London to represent the illegality of this conference. The 
English ministers in reply assured the Sultan that the con- 
ference would devise nothing to compromise the honour and 
dignity of the Ottoman empire ; the Sultan yielded, and the 
conference met. Then the Porte desired to be informed before- 
hand of the questions which the European delegates intended 
to discuss; this proposal seriously embarrassed them, and 
threatened to frustrate their design, which was to induce the 
Sultan, by the prospect of a pacific settlement of the Eastern 


question, to neglect his warlike preparations. At first, meet- 


ings were held at the house of the Russian ambassador, who 
was made the president, to determine the conditions of peace. 
Then the Turkish delegates were also. admitted to the meet- 
ings; and the delegates of the European powers-again submitted 
the same conditions which had been proposed at first at 
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Berlin. . It was also proposed. that. the Sultan should syrren-

der ‘the conquests which his army has made j in. Servia,, The 
extension of the western frontier of Servia to the river, Drina 
and the annexation of the district of Little Zvornik. were also 
proposed, and Montenegro was to get an accéssion of territory, 
Lord Salisbury notified his intention to the Porte that if 
the conditions were rejected he would at once depart from 
furkey, together with the British envoy at Constantinople 
and the British fleet. If England really wished to. surren- 
der 4 part of the Sultdn’s territories to the Christian insur- 
pents, it is apparent that the fleet was sént to Turkey, not to 
assist the Sultan as pretended, but'to deceive him, The real 
motive that dictated this poli¢y was that the Porte might 
look upon England as its friend and well-wisher, and accept 
her proposals. Like‘Lord Salisbury, the delegates of other 
Ruropean powers also signified their intention of leaving 
Turkey, in‘ case the Porte rejected the proposal of the con- 
ference. - This threat was conveyed to the Sultan after’ the 
assemblage of a Russian army on the frontier. They expected 
that the Sultan would yield, thinking that if he held out, he 
would have to fight against all the European powers. But the 
Turkish ministers flatly rejected the proposals, as appears 
from the telegraphic message of the 5th January, 1877,

intrigue is fomenting quarrels on the Indian frontier as it has 
done in Europe. , 


The Lauh-i-Mahfiz of. the 19th January says that it j is 
rumoured that the Amir has joined the Russians, and aban- 
doned his friendship with the English Government. Thig 
rumour does not appear to be true, but if it be true, the whole 
Muhammadan world will stigmatise him as a kafir, inasmuch 
as Russia is the inveterate enemy of Islam. | 


GENERAL ADMINISTRATION. 


The Rahbar-i-Hind of the 20th January says that the 
whole native community, including the Hindus, the Musal- 
mans, and the Native Christians, are animated by an ardent 

wish for the formation of native volunteer corps. It also 
publishes an extract from a letter from a respectable and well- 
educated man to a friend of his on the same subject. The 
writer suggests that a memorial should be drawn up by the 
natives of Lahore and Amritsar for submission to the Gov- 
ernment, The memorial should be couched in respectful and 
deferential terms, and signed by the people of the Panjab, and 
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if F poseible, by those’of the N srth- Westorn Provinces and 
Oudh also. 


The Anwar-ul-Akhbér of the 20th January mentions some 
of the most obvious benefits which the English rule has con- 
ferred upon India, as, for instance, the facilities of communi- 
cation, the safety of life and property, the reclamation of waste 
lands, the simple and easy assessment and collection of the 
land revenue, the establishment of schools and dispensaries, 
and 80 on. | 

EDUCATION. 


The Vakil-i-Hindustan of the 20th January, in reference 
to the last annual examination of the zila and mission schools 
in the Panjab, observes that the bad results of this year can 
be explained i in no other way but by the extreme strictness of 
the examiners. It is absurd to suppose -that the majority of 
the candidates were stupid and lazy, or that the headmasters 
of all the schools did not work so hard as they ought to have 
done. The greatest failures were in the translation paper, 
which was set by: Mr. Sime, the inspector of schools of the 
Umbala circle. The questions were as hard as those of the 
Calcutta University, or even harder. A new examination 
would be no more than justice to the candidates and their 
teachers. | 


FAMINE. 


The Vrita Dhdra of the 22nd January, in reference to 
the Deccan famine, impresses upon the Government the advi- 
sability of following the policy of the Government of China, 
All that the English Government has done in the famine- 
stricken districts of the Deccan is to start relief-works, and 
provide the sufferers with the means of earning their liveli- 
hood by labour. There has been no remission of taxation, 
nor has the carriage of grain by railway been made free. At 
the present moment a portion of the Chinese empire is like- 
wise exposed tofamine. The Chinese Government has remitted 
all taxes in the distressed districts, and distributes grain

gratis to the. people -without exacting any labour in return. 
A certain Chinese governor has distributed a large quantity 
of grain at his own expense, and.other Government officers 


also are raising subscriptions among themselves for the same 
“purpose.. - The wealthy and middle classes are also doing: their 


utmost in every possible way to save the sufferers from per- 
. ishing. by starvation :or the winter cold. 73
